Rev. C. P. Hasskarl, retired L uth­ 
eran pastor died at his home in Bren­ 
ham at 10:30 Saturday night, having 
reached the age of 85 years. He had 
the distinction of having served 57 
years in the ministry, one of the 
longest records of active ministerial 
service in the state. More than a 
year ago he delivered his farewell 
sermon a t the Phillipsburg Lutheran 
church, and moved to Brenham to 
spend his declining days near his 
chi!
